An official from the National 
Education Assn, told an audience 
of public school policymakers, ad= 
ministrators and teachers here 
Tuesday that what they should be 
working toward is a new, coopera~ 
tive relationship that will improve 
the quality of public education, 

The child, said Charles F, 
Deubel, president of the class- 
room teachers divisionofthe NEA, 
is of number one importance, He 
called for a unity that would set 
school boards, administrators and 
staffs to formulating collective 
approaches to providing the best

In an interview prior to his 
appearance at an Andover Educa-~ 
tion Assn, banquet at the high 
school, Deubel said the day is past 
when our schools are staffed by 
ninth grade graduates with normal 
school certificates, This kind of 
teacher needed to lean on ad- 
ministrators, the NEA official 
said, 

Teachers today are different, 
They are better educated, more 
sophisticated and equipped to have 
a voice in deciding what will be 
better education, Deubel explains. 
Pointing out that superintendents 


have frequently stood as a barrier 
between teaching staffs and policy~ 
makers, he said teachers are re~ 
garded as militant today because 
they are refusing to keep silent. 
Through their associations they 
are saying: ‘‘We’re the experts, 
we're the teachers, we're closest 
to the child and we know what is 
good for him."* 
Militancy Explained 

Admitting that the NEA and its 
member associations are deeply 
interested in teacher welfare 
(salaries and working conditions), 
Deubel stressed that the powerful 
lobby devotes its major efforts to 
plumping for better education. The 
most militant organizations exist 
he said, where taxpayers provide 
too little money for a first rate 
school program or where there is 
official indifference to teacher re~ 
commendations for improved pro~ 
grams and facilities, 

Appearing on the program with 
Deubel were William Hebert, exe- 
cutive secretary for the Massae 
chusetts Teachers Assn, and Atty.

land once came down and took up 
a little child in its claws, and 
carried it off through the air to a 
mountain, On the mountain the 
eagle had a nest, with three young 
ones in it, The eagle gave the child 
to its young ones; but they did not 
eat it, The father of the child saw 
the eagle carry his son away; he 
ran as fast as he could to the 
mountain, and climbed up the steep 
rocks to the eagle’s nest, There 
he found his little boy, quite safe, 
with the young eagles. He took 
him out of the nest, and carried 
him home to his mother, who was 
very glad to see him, after his 
dangerous journey,”

The past and present condition 
of the polluted Merrimack River 
was the topic for two speakers 
appearing at the annual meeting 
of the Andover Village Improve=

Myron O, Knudson of the Federal

Parthum told the audfence that 
pollution of the Merrimack was 4 
problem as early as 1887 when the 
cities of Lowell and Lawrence dis~= 
continued use of the untreated 
river as a source of drinking 
water, From 1908 on, more than 
a dozen studies and reports were 
prepared on the pollution problem 
by state and federal authorities 
but none of the recommendations 
were followed because adequate 
funds were never made available, 
he said, The latest report covering 
the Lawrence-Andover-No, An- 
dover=Methuen region was pre= 
pared in 1965, 

Parthum explained a variety of 
pollution abatement possibilities 
which have been investigated, such 
as a trunk sewer to the ocean, 
primary and secondary treat~ 
ments, sewage stabilization ponds 
and ditches, and recent experi- 
mental methods, He covered in 
some detail the alternatives of a 
regional treatment plant, to be 
located near the Lawrence airport, 
and of a separate plant for Andover 
only, which could be located near

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A Vital Vote 


Andover is short 20 elementary classrooms right now, 
today, when it doesn’t even have plans for a school on 
the drawing board. 

If it opened the doors of a new building tomorrow, it 
would already be behind with plans for still another. 

This is the school population situation, and it alarms 
those who are concerned about preserving and further 
improving the quality of public school education in this 
community. 

Keeping pace with the increased demands for class- 
rooms in a town that grows as steadily as this one has 
since World War If is a costly business. Taxpayers don’t 
like facing into it, but face into it they must. The children 
are here. 

On Monday voters will collect for the second time to 
consider the Selectmen’s request for authorization to 
purchase approximately 25 acres of land lying to the rear 
of properties on Bancroft and Holt Roads. In the weeks 
since Town Meeting rejected the same proposal, the South- 
east site question has been restudied in detail. The further 
perusal of cost and population figures has not only 
strengthened the Selectmen’s confidence in their initial 
choice, but it has persuaded some who thought the so- 
called Town-White site was more strategically located 
that this is not so. 

All that remains is for a sufficient number of registered 
voters to concur, 

Unfortunately, the issue has been clouded by the in- 
troduction of private articles proposing extension of the 
municipal sewer system into the Wildwood-Rocky Hill 
section and acquisition of the White property as a portion 
of a Southeast school site. There is little liklihood that 
the Finance Committee will clear these two money articles 
for Town Meeting consideration, but the mere fact that 
they exist serves to confuse the public. 

Now that it has been proved to the satisfaction of the 
officials of this community that there is a better place 
than the White site to build an elementary school in 
South Andover — and a cheaper place — that should end it. 
The town should not compound the error of the Selectmen 
who bought some land there in 1957 without regard for soil 
conditions and sewage potentials. 

Nor should voters be persuaded to let the stated need 
for sewers in South Andover be confused with the school 
question. If the Town-White acreage was the one logical 
place for the school, the sewer would become an educa- 
tional necessity. As it is, however, the two subjects are 
unrelated. 

The time may have come for extension of the sewer 
system into the South end, If it has, advance planning 
should be undertaken and the proposal submitted on its 
own merit for consideration by a regular Town Meeting. 

But on Monday, townspeople should concern themselves 
with just one thing — the facts in the case of the South- 
east school site. 

They support the Selectmen’s choice. 


A Friendly Hand 


It is time to extend a community welcome to Allied 
Chemical Corporation. 

The New York manufacturer has been Operating a con- 
solidated New England sales office and warehouse in 
Andover for almost a year, but much of that time has gone 
into finishing off construction and shaking the operation 
down. Meanwhile Allied has gone along in such an in- 
conspicious way that many people are completely unaware 
that an industrial facility exists behind a fringe of trees 
off Dascomb Road. 

Last week, however, Allied took the wraps off. The 
company flew in a plane load of corporate and divisional 
executives to play host at an open house to which Andover 
and Greater Lawrence officials, neighboring industrialists 
and area politicians were invited. 

The facility they exhibited should prove to doubting 
Thomases that bedroom towns CAN enjoy the fruits of in- 
dustrial expansion without losing their identity as resi- 
dential garden spots. This is a lesson Andover must learn 
if she is to avoid the sterility of the sort of homogenous 
population which evolves in towns that persist in growing 
without broadening their tax base.

Nature’s Ways 


Membranes Control Pollution 


The same process that trees 
use now can purify water for human 
use, 

The almost microscopic root 
hairs of trees have a membrane 
filter, The membrane sorts the 
contents of ground moisture, It 
permits only those minerals that 
a tree can use to pass through 
the barrier with ground water, 


Dr, Bertram Keilin of Amicon 
Corporation, Cambridge, Mass., 
advised a recent Andover con- 
ference on problems of the Merri- 
mack River that a similar mem= 
brane system has been devised to 
control water pollution, The mem= 
branes are synthetic, They remove 
impurities, down to such minute 
particles as viruses and deter= 
gents, 


**Sometimes,’’ Dr, Keilin com=- 
mented, ‘‘mention of such sub= 
stances as ‘synthetic membranes’ 
to laymen surrounds a process 
with an air of mystery, But syn= 
thetic membranes have become 
commonplace even in our every= 
day life. Cellophane and Saran are 
examples of synthetic mem-= 
branes,” 

Dr. Keilin, of course, was not 
Suggesting to business, political 
and conservation leaders here that 
kitchen wrappers be used to solve

“The public needs more educa= 
tion about water re-use,’® he sug~ 
gested, ‘“‘Water is being re-used 
again and again, but we have tended 
to shield the public from these 
harsher facts,”* 

The facts are that sewage water 
can be converted into drinking 
water at a fraction of the cost 
involved in conyerting sea water 
into fresh water, Salt water is 
much ‘‘dirtier,’* Dr, Keilin said, 

Such processes as Dr, Keilin 
and other scientists proposed at 
the Andover conference offer solu« 
tions to knottier problems in 
cleaning water before it {s dumped 
into a stream, The processes are 
recent technological break= 


throughs that have outmoded the 
old excuses that methods to clean 
up special pollution problems 
not exist, There was repeated 
testimony. that means are avails 
able to handle the most complex 
problems, 

Breaking down municipa) 
sewage, however, probably never 
will involve such elaborate equip. 
ment as membrane _ systems, 
Robert W, Oakey, a Stamford, 
Conn,, sanitary engineer, sugs 
gested that ‘‘nothing ever will work 
cheaper at breaking down sewage 
than our present bacteria which 
work free,’’ Oakey said that those 
who expect science to produce ''a 
pill that can be thrown into the 
Merrimack River and clean it 
instantly” are impractical 
dreamers, 

“At this time, we face a $1 
billion backlog in municipal waste 
treatment plants and a #4 to $10 
billion backlog for industrial waste 
plants,*® he said, ‘‘The treatment 
of wastes probably never will be 
much cheaper than it is today « 
and certainly the costs of construc= 
tion are not expected to decline,” 

The attack on the Merrimack's 
problems is a two-state operation, 
At the same time citizens met in

Many cities and towns have not 
been ready for the changes the 
superhighway has wrought, As if 
the highway itself did not eat up 
enough of the landscape, poorly: 
enforced or inadequate zoning laws 
and little or no sub-division con 
trol has allowed lovely ruralareas 
to be changed within a decade into 
mile upon mile of housing devel 
opments, industrial sites and 
drive-in shopping centers, 

The construction of the Federal
